— If you have a compact soil, disin- 


tegration is of far more consequence

naturally takes, unless the plow is made 
especially for clay soil. 


—Pink gingham and seersucker are 


prone to fade, and from being a delight 
to behold are transformed into dingy, 
disagreeable

avoided if they are washed in a weak 
solution of vinegar and water and 
rinsed in a like mixture, which should 
have a decidedly acid taste. 


— To make pepper sauce, chop two 


dozen of green peppers and take twicu 
tho amount of lme|y-out cabbage and 
one grated horse-radish root. Boil two 
quarts of vinegar, one-half cup of salt, 
two tablespoons of sugar, one ol 
mustard seed and one of cloves, and 
while hot pour over the peppers and 
cabbage. 


— The idea that sheep at pasture will 


live and thrive without water to drink 
is a serious and costly delusion to 
many farmers. 
By eating when the 


dew is on the grass they can get along 
with littSu water, but that little they 
require as absolutely as any other 
stock, or poor condition and poor wool 
will tell the story of their deprivation. 


—Skim milk and grass alone will 


raise good calves if the milk is abun- 
dant, and not allowed to become sour, 
says the Agriculturist. When too sour 
it causes scours, which counteracts its 
f 


ood effects. 
Skim milk is rich in al- 


uminoids and phosphate of lime, thus 
giving a strong muscular and bony de- 
velopment. A little flaxseed will Im- 
prove it, as it prevents constipation. 


— A refreshing drink can be made of 


grapes as follows: Six quarts of grapea, 
stemmed, to two quarts of water; put 
on the stove until they break open;

In the mountains of Wales, and the 


north of England there is a kind of 
true thistle, classed as such by techni- 
cal botanists (for the saw-wort is arti- 
ficially relegated to a distinct genus), 
which is destitute of prickles on the 
leaves, though it somestunes shows the 
lust faint beginnings of a piickly ten- 
dency aiound the b^aly flower cup and 
in tho biistly teeth of its cunkled 
leaves. From this early stage in the 
evolution of thistledom we can trace 
the gradual steps in the detensive pro- 
cess, thiough thistles that grow with 
prickly leaves and those in which the 
prickly margins begin to run a little 
down the stem, to those which have 
clad themselves from top to toe in a 
poifeet mail of sharp spines, so that it 
becomes quite impossible to grasp 
them anywhere with the hand, and 
they can only be eradicated by the hoe 
or plough. It is a significant fact that 
the most persistent and troublesome of 
all these highly developed kinds, the 
creeping thistle, now unlverBally dif- 
fused by man over «ke globe, is a spe- 
cial weed of cultivation, far most fre- 
quently found ia tilled fields, and 
seldom disputing with the simpler 
forms the open moors, mountains or 
pastures. It does not trust entirely, 
like others of its kind, to ita floating 
seeds, blown about everywhere as they 
are by thnir light tag of thistle down; 
but it creeps insidiously underground 
for many yards together, sending up 
from time to time its annual stems and 
defying all the attempts of the agricul- 
tural interest to exterminate it bodily 
by violent measures. This is the com- 
mon and familiar pale purplish thistle 
of our English corn fields, and there 
can be little doubt that it has developed 
its curious underground 
h»bits by 


strase of constant human warfare, 
especially with the plow share 
Thus 


the very efforts we make nt fighting 
nature defeat themselves—if we per- 
sistently hoe down the stems and 
weeds of an obnoxious wood, the weed 
retaliates by sending out hidden sub- 
terranean suckers, and the last state ol 
the agriculturist is worse than the first. 
—Longman's Maqaztne. 


Covering Seed Evenly. 


Most seeds of grain, especially those 


lown in the fall, are apt to be covered 
too deeply. 
In a dry time the drill 


wheels sink down into the soil, and 
this carries the tubes with them. Grain 
seed is thus deposited at a dept^t ol 
three and sometimes four or five 
inches. One and a half inches is am- 
ple depth, and if moist one inch is suf- 
ficient. If too dry to low at Uiis 
depth, wait until after a rain. The 
bad effects of too deep covering were 
plainly shown by a device we onco 
used on a drill, throwing every other 
tube ahead of its neighbor. The result 
was that all the forward tubes might 
have been empty. 
They were piled 


over by the ridges made by the b»ck 
sat ol teeth, made a feeble growth in 
the fall, and were all killed before 


I 


spring. The crop all came from the 
half of the seed drilled in shallow.— 
American Cultivator.

THE PKIKST ANI> THE UNIGHT. 


The Knights of Labor iu the Hands of tbe 


Convocation of Catholic Prelates, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 27.—The convo- 


cation of Catholic prelates which is to 
begin in this city to-day at Cardinal Gib- 
bons' residence will be one of the great- 
est moment and importance in its re- 
biills, both to the order of the K. of L. 
and to the church herself, for the deliber- 
ations 
of the clerics will be as to 


whether the K. of L. is a society, which, 
because of its secret work, should be an- 
tagonized and the church's faithful bade 
to shun, or if it be an organization that 
can be recognized nnd tolerated by the 
church, nnd to which she can say, "God 
speed yon In your good work." 


Said a prominent knight last evening: 


"A decision favorable to the order would, 
doubtless, better Its condition by increas- 
ing its membership, for there am Catho- 
lics who to-day would be members of the 
order but lor the uncertainty regarding 
the action to be taken by the church. On 
the other hand, nn unfavorable decree 
could have but one inevitable result—in- 
jury to the Knights of L'ibor and a de- 
cimation of the membership of 
the 


church." 


The third plenary council expressed 


itself very forcibly aguinat all kinds of 
secret societies. 
The admonition re- 


specting the laboring classes was in these 
words: "Care must be taken lesl wark- 
inpmen's societies, under the pretext of 
mutual assistance and protection, should 
commit, any of the evils of condemned 
societies, aud lest the members should be 
induced by the artillcesof designim men 
to break the laws of justice by withhold- 
ing labor to which they are ilghtfully 
bound or by otherwise unlawfully vio- 
lating the rights of their employers; but 
while tbe church 
Is thus 
careful 
to 


guard her children azaiust whut is con- 
trary to Christian duly, she is no less 
careful that no Injustice should be done 
to any association, however uninlcnllon- 
Jilly. While, therefore, the church bo- 
foie prohibiting any society will take 
every precaution to ascertain its true nat- 
ure, we positively forbid any pastor or 
other ecclesiastical to puss sentence on 
any association or to Impose otTleslasll- 
pal penalties or disabilities on Its mem- 
bers without the previous explicit au- 
thorizittion of tho rightful authorities."

2d, If you can 
onceive such a case, how do you reoon- 
ile your conduct in taking a retainer 
rom the saloon keeper in such a civil 
action with your duty as prosecuting at- 
orney? 


The answer to the first question is 


ound in section 9 ot the Dram Shop act, 
which provides that "every husband, wife, 
ihild, parent, * * or other person, who 
hall be injured in person or property, or 
means of support, by any intoxicated per- 
son, or in consequence of tbe intoxication, 
habitual or otherwise, of any person, 
jhall have a right ot action against any 
person who shall, by selling or giving in- 
oxioating liquors, bnve caused the intoxi- 
cation in whole or in part," &c 


The statements in reference to the 


Goodpnsture oases heretofore made in the 
Herald show that they were brought un- 
der the provisions of the statute above 
quoted. Now the only oases wherein a 
criminal action would lie for selling 
iquor to any person are those mentioned 
in section 6 of the Dram Shop act, sub- 
stantially as follows: "Whoever shall sell 
intoxicating liquors to any minor, or to 
any person intoxicated, or in the habit of 
jeooming intoxicated, shall be fined," &c.

When Maiioloon Bonaparte took Hollmiil h» 
conllscatod Una picture and can led it to 
Paris, whore it ranked as fourth in valuo 
among all tho pictures of the Louvre. Tho 
Dutch olfured to «ivo 824,000 for Its return, 
though thuy 1ml bought it less than 100 years 
before tor only about one-tonth this sum. It 
wan, however, robtorod by the French. It is 
the picture of a young bull standing ill a 
Hold under a true, with a cow and sheep, a 
lamb and u ram as companions. Buck of the 
tree stands u shepherd looking at tho group, 
and the whole looks, as though they might step 
out of thu canvas at any moment. No one 
ever f01 guts 1'iiul Potter's "Hull," and people 
come huie especially to see it 


Speaking of Napoleon, his lootmurks are still 


to be si'tn everywhere in Europe. The guides 
have his iiuinu loruver upon tln'ii tongues,, 
and muveiy country 1 havutraveli'.l through 
I have had lib uehluvemcnts or IIH defeats 
Iliinj,' in my fin e. in England, Scotland and 
Irelmid I was continually rumnnlcd of him 
l,y the statues of Wellington, wlncb burst out 
upon mo in every public place and in every 
large city. In France the great Bonaparte is 
ruvurcd us a god, and its palaces and monu- 
ments aie lull ot hib great deeds and eceon- 
tricitlis At Versailles, in one of the grandest 
puhiLLs ot tho woild llllul with miles of 
famuli-, paintings, there are se\eral great 
frames lett vacant. These woio lUlud with 
paintings which Napoleon stole trom theCtor- 
inans, and \vhii h tho Gorinans retaptureil in 
their lute 'Aui with Louis Napoleon. 


eat Into the piles, and a Blight break might, 
cause the loss ot much property. Eternal vigi- 
lance is the price which tho'Dutch have to pay 
for Holland. 
Their great dykes cost them 


over 82,000,000 a year to keep m order, and 
the sea is watched ulgbt and day. 
Through- 


out the country and the city the same con- 
stant watchfulness is kept up. Everything is 
kept clean and well cared for. . Nothing, as 
far as I can see, is wanted, and dirt seems to 
be the whole nation's greatest enemy. 


Saturday is scrubbing day in the Dutch 


cities, and on this day the towns go mad over 
soap and water 
Carpets are shaken in the 


streets by women so that the noise sounds like 
that of bo many fourth ot July cannon, the 
doorsteps are scoured and tlie windows 
washed until they shine like crystal. I note 
especially tho cleanliness of the gas street 
lamp heio.and that of tho windows of the 
various houses. 
Not a spot is to be Seen 


upon them, and were it not fora&oitof a 
movable screen which is put inside of. the 
window to keep out tho eyes ol tho passerby, 
one might seo all that was going on inside as 
easily as if there were no windows whatever. 


Speaking of windows, thesu Dutch hke to 


see, though they do' not sometimes care about 
being seen 
They like to -watch unobserved 


the people who go along the sheets upon 
which they live, and seo who .knocks at their 
tront doors before thoy decide to let the per- 
son m or not. For tins purpose they have 
littlo mirrors, some not larger tlmn a cabinet 
photogiaph and others about eight by ten 
inches in bi/.o iustenedto the wall outside of 
the windows at such an angle as to reflect all 
that is going on in the street 
Ono of these 


mirrors ij fixed at each side of the window at 
an angle ot about forty-live degrees, and the 
lady in the room can easily see whether her 
cidler standing at the ti out door is her dress- 
maker with a bill or bar dear friend Miss 
Van Di'rhool, who is coming to tell her the 
latest bit of scandal. 


The Dutch houses are toll and narrow. The 


material used in making them is uhuidly red 
brick and white cement. 
Their roofs are of 


red tiles, and they have the quaint finish at 
tho front seen in the old Dutch paintings. 
Even the farm houses are picturesque, and 
many of them reminded me of tho Queen 
Anne bastard architecture which is now so 
much employed in I ho building of small Amer 
lean houst'b 
Bornu of tho roofs of the farm 


house are very tall and shai p, and now and 
then you ibul an octagonal houso among them. 
They have tile stables close to the houses, and 
u clump of trees generally sin round them. A 
windmill forms a part of the 1 arm machinery 
in many cases, and tho great arms of these, 
tossing about, make the vast green plains ol 
Holland, inhabited by ton of thousands of 
fat speckled white and black cows, appear to 
be guarded ovor by those windmill giants, 
who are waving their arms in continual 
warning.

lined,with people. The beach at Sohevan- 
uigeu is much like that of Cape May. It con- 
sists'ot several miles of gently sloping white 
sand, and it is very wide. Along its outer 
edge buck tram the sea is a flue paved prom- 
snade upon which aro seats at intervals o£ a 
very few feet;-arid below this is a grand 
driveway filled during the day with liveried 
coachmen driving fine carriages. The beach 
pf a continental watering place presents a 
far different sight than'that of an American 
one. Tlio men and tho women do not as a 
rule bathe together and their bath houses are 
not at all like ours. Tho American sea bath 
liouse is a stationary cabin on the shore, and 
at our large resorts there are hundreds of

houses nri> all on wheels, and each bather has 
a house to himself. The bathing fabs each 
consist of a little, oblong, box-liko room with 
a set of hU'[)S leading up into it. This room is 
about loin- Icet wide by six high 
It has a 


seat, a looking-glass and some to\\ els inside of 
It, and it rests upon two wheels 
When one 


wants to take a bath lie pays the keeper from 
twenty to thirty cents, climbs in and shuts 
the door, a horse is theu attached to it and it 
is dragged out into tho shallow water at the 
edge ol the beach. Tho bather undresses at 
his leisure, and putting on his bathing dress 
walks down the steps into the «j.tor, or if 
he wishes, dives oil into it. At Hcheveningen 
the women's cabs were stationed at the north 
end of the beach, and those cZ tho men per- 
haps (XX) feet away, at the south end. In 
some cases they bullied together. 
There is 


not, however, the lying about in the sand in 
bathing clothing as in America, and there 
seemed to 1110 lather more of a spirit of pro- 
priety about tho crowd than about that o£ an 
American seaside lesoi t. 


Instead of sitting and lying on the sand as 


wo do, theso people havo great baskec chairs, 
which are carried to the beach and routed. 
There were, perhaps, 1,001) of these sitting 
lacing the sea while I was at Schc'voningcn 
ono afternoon, and a curious sight they made. 
Each chair is about four teet high, and two 
or three wide. Tho wicker of winch they 
are made is closely woven, and they look, 
when on the beach, like so many giant bon- 
nets. There arc seats inside of them, and 
the occupants are shielded from the wind at 
the sides and from tho sun overhead. They 
face them toward tho sea, uud the sitter can 
loll biu'k nnd enjoy his eti.su moie comfort- 
ably than by our method 
These chairs were 


scattered over tho sands in all sorts of post 
tions. Hero two were close together, then 
faces looking almost into ono another, and 
when I walked by them I found them inhab- 
ited by a pair ot apparent lovers, who wei 
flirting bcio, as they do at all waterina 
places tho world ovor.
